Purpose of the Series 


Abnormal Psychology has rapidly become one of the most influential 
and popular courses in the undergraduate sequence of Psychology offerings. 
Its general significance lies in its integrated quality; few courses in 
the curriculum can illustrate better the contributions to be derived from 
an understanding of physiology, biology, genetics, developmental and 
social psychology, learning, personality, psychometrics, clinical psy- 
chology, psychiatry, sociology, anthropology and epidemiology. Its 
popularity is attested to by the demand for the course; Abnormal Psychol- 
ogy now ranks second to Introductory Psychology in terms of total student 
enrollments and can be found listed in the catalogues of virtually every 
undergraduate institution in the United States that offers major or minor 
study in psychology. 

The breadth of content of abnormal psychology places a heavy burden 
on the course instructor. Typically, he tends to adopt a basic textbook 
and supplements this with one of several volumes of paperback readers 
that have been published. These readers are usually compilations of 
cases or collections of articles, frequently non-experimental in content, 
eclectic in outlook, and deficient in providing some integrated theoret- | 


ical context for studies that range widely over the entire spectrum of 


psychopathology. 


If the instructor wishes to review an area in depth or to demonstrate 


the interrelatedness of studies within a specific behavior disorder or 


sf 

to provide a theoretical context for such studies or perhaps to assert 
the interdependence of clinical and experimental data, there are few 
publications available to him for class assignment. Yet, despite this 
gap, more and more of the faculty who are staffing the Abnormal Psy- 
chology course are themselves actively engaged in clinically-related or 
more basic research. Furthermore, they are frequently theoretical 
rather than eclectic in their orfentatlon. But above all they desire 
to communicate to their students the excitement, relevance, the impor- 
tance of the experimental study of psychopathology. They have a bur- 
geoning literature to point to but little that is available to their 
students that bears the integrative seal of an expert who has made sig- 
nificant contributions tc the systematic study of psychopathology. 

The McGraw-Hill Paperback Series in Abnormal Psychology is designed 
to undo this neglect. Its goal is to make available for faculty and 
students a series of high-level research and theory-oriented paperbacks, 
written by specialists and stressing the theoretical, methodological 
and conceptual problems of various aspects of psychopathology. Its 
contents will be far-ranging and will cover: the spectrum of behavior 
pathology; critiques of biological, developmental, social learning and

The authors invited to participate in the Series are foremost psy- 
chologists and psychiatrists each a research specialist within his own 
area, writing within his primary area of competence. 

Each paperback will be approximately 128 pages in length, including 
a bibliography and a list of references and suggested readings. In a 
53"' x 84"! format there are approximately 425 words per page - fewer if 
the author makes generous but judicious use of tables and graphs to 
illustrate and to summarize research data. Therefore, manuscripts should 
not exceed 50,000 words. Although the contents of each volume will be i 
determined by the author in consultation with the Series Editor, authors 
will have maximum latitude in their choice of material. 

Some Practical Considerations 

The volumes will be sold on an individual basis, since each will be! 

an independent publication in its own right. But it is quite probable 


that Instructors will adopt groups of volumes depending upon the content 


and orientation emphasized in their courses,

McGraw-Hill will pay a royalty of 10% of the net price on all 
copies of the paperback and hard-cover editions sold, The paperback 
will sell for approximately $1.95 and the hard cover, which is in- 
tended largely for sales to libraries, will be approximately $3.95. 
McGraw-Hill's marketing analysts project an average sale of 20,000 
copies per title over the first five-year period - 17,000 soft-cover 
and 3,000 birdani copies. This sales pattern will provide for 
anticipated royalty payments per author of $3700. However, with an 
expanding college population and the intent to sell the volumes not 
only in college and university bookstores but in some trade bookstores 
as well, the royalty return may be even brighter. However, 20,000 
copies are seen as a reasonable expectation at present. 

Authors, if they so desire, will be given a $1000 advance against 
royalties. Separate contracts will be drawn up by McGraw-Hill for each .

In each volume in the Series, | have urged a histor- 
ical introduction to the content, stress on the literature of the area, 
illustrative examples of research, methodological problems encountered and 
similar types of content that will provide the student with some sophis- 
ticated awareness of the complexity of the area. There are few people | 
know better qualified than you are to undertake a volume such as this and 
| hope that you will say ''yes'' to the bid. Not knowing the strength of 
your affiliative motives but unhesitating in my effort to put everything 
into the hopper to ensnare you, I'll merely add that Oz has been invited 
to do the volume on Organic Pathology, Kety on Biological Research and | 
shall tackle Schizophrenia.
